A TRAVELLER’S RECOLLECTIONS, 

I have been for many years a rambler, but 
chiefly through Europe. The traveller's club 
was not established when I began my career, 
and I therefore was not under the necessity of 
‘booking myself for China,’’ as is required by 
the statues of that great locomotive mstitution. 
A simple sight of Mount Caucasus was enongh for 
me. I ventured only within a days sail of Colum- 
bia; and saw no more of New Holland, than 
might he communicated by the sight of a uative, 
whom I met in a whaler, embalmed by order of 
the governor of Sydney, asa present to the Zoo- 
logical Society.

last, think that the happiest description of brick 
and mortar may grow dull, the liveliest cata- 
logue of pictures lose its gaiety, and that, while 
we have our senses about us, the pleasantest 
**study of mankind is man,’’ 

As the specimens of this unusual study rose 
before me, I frequently made brief memoranda, 
sufficient to mark the leading features.

She was French, but with a grace and Italian 
look of sensibility that seldom honours the coun- 
tenance beyond the Alps.

Poor fellow! while he was relating his sad tale 
to me, We were sitting together by the fire side, 
he having just landed from Holyhead, which 
place he sailed from the night before; conse- 
quently this was the third day only since his at- 
tack at Shrewsbury. He had then been on 
shore about two hours, and had ordered a coach, 
and drove up to the royal barracks. Before he 
began to tell me, on lis arrival, of the symp- 
toms he had experienced on his journey, he 
grected me on our first meeting with, “* How 
are you, my dear fellow? Here 1 am at last return. 
ed, but I fear with hydrophobia!’’ I affected 
to laugh at it, but was much shocked, and re- 
plied, it could only be imaginary: he said, it 
could not be so, for he thought he should have 
died coming on shore in the boat; he was so 
much affected at the sight of the water, that 
they were obliged to cover him, in order that he 
might not seo it. He also observed, ti.at if he 
had remained on board one day longer, he felt 
convinced that he should have died mad. I was 
still inclined to think there might be a good deal 
of imagination in my friend, and endeavored to 
dissuade him to believe so; although I cannot 
describe the poignancy of ,my feelings at hear- 
ing him relate what he suffered at intervals 
since he Jeft Shrewsbury. ‘ 

In the course of our conversation, some dog 
began to bark in the barrack yard; he sprang up 
suddenly from his chair, looking over my shoul- 
der, and said in a hurried manner, ‘ Dogs!’ If! 
were to live a thousand years, I should never for- 
get that moment; something struck me so forci- 
bly that the poor sufferer would die, that I was 
afraid to meet his eyes, fearing he might discern 
signs of alarm in me, fromemotion. He was in 
the act of peeling an orange, which we had per- 
suaded him to try to eat, as he had taking no- 
thing since he had rejected the porter at Shrews- 
bury. Whee he hadtaken off the rind, he put a 
email piece into his mouth, but as soon as he felt 
the liquid, he became greatly convulsed, spit out 
the orange, and gave an inward scream. When 
he recovered himself, he burst into a fit of laugh- 
ter, and said, ‘ There! was not that like the bark 
of a dog?’ A physician arrived soon after, who 
is eminent in Dublin.. As soon as he entered the 
room, the poor fellow apologised to him for hav- 
ing given him the trouble to come, as he thought 
he had symptoms of hydrophobia, but believed it 
was only the effect of a sore throat, therefore 
would give him no further trouble. He appear- 
ed to catch at any thing which might give hopes 
of life. We were very anxious to know the de- 
cision of the physician; on his leaving the room, 
upon inquiry, he pronounced his death inevitable. 
It is unnecessary.to describe the state of our 
minds on receiving this melancholy news:—to 
know that our brother officer with whom we were 
conversing, to aJl external appearance in perfect 
health and apparent spirils, was to be numbered 
with the dead in a few hours, was deeply dis- 
tressing; the doctor added, that he was in an 
advanced stage of hydrophobia; that bleed- 
ing him copiously, in order that he might die 
easy, was the only. thing that could be done 
for him. I remained with him some time, con- 
versing with him about various things (though 
completely forced on my part,) as his spirits 
remained good. On leaving him, I asked him 
when he intended to dine at the mess, he repli- 
ed he coul.i not dine with us that day, but be 
thought he should be able to do so in a day or 
two, when his sore throat was better. After he 
was bled he felt relieved, thought he should 
sleep well, and hoped to be able to drink water 
by the next morning.—Some time after, in the 
evening, he appeared at intervals rather wild 
and confused, and told an officer to get out of 
his way, or he would bite him. Afterwards he 
became more tranquil, and sent his compliments 
to one of the married ladies of the regiment for 
a prayer book: but begged it might not be men- 
tioned, or he should be laughed at. About 
midnight he became very violent, so that 3 men 
could scarcely hold him; he afterwards recover- 
ed a little, and fell intoa kind of s!tumber, which 
was disturbed by his springing up now and then 
and crying out, ‘Do you bear the dogs?’ ina 
quick and hurried vocie, he also imagined at 
tumes that he barked like a dog. He requested 
he might be left alone, about 1 o’clock in the 
morning, his servant only remaining in the room, 
whea, in about ten minutes, he looked up to the 
man, quite calm and collected, ana said, ‘he re- 
gretted his mother and sisters were not with 
him.’ He then prayed a short time, turned 
himself round, burying his face in the pillow, and 
expired without a groan.—Such was the melan- 
choly end of one of the finest young men in his 
majesty’s service.

Id reply to your enquiries as to the use of ano- 
dynes and opium by the late Dr. Post, I have to 
remark, that in conversation with himsome two 
years past, relative to Dr. Armstrong’s practice 
in inflammatory diseases, he told me that the use 
of opium, as recommended by that gentleman, 
(except in /arger doses,) was corroborated by 
his own experience for a long series of years, and 
that to him it was by no means a novelty; for in 
1804, he was called toa child about three years 
of age, suffering under a violent pneumonic at- 
tack, accompanied by pain, cough, and great fe- 
brile excitement. That jhe’ accordingly bled, 
blistered, and evacuated the patient, afterwards

at point of death. Under theve cireumstan- 
ces, he determined to quiet ail ee Pa

Two 
hours after, he was called to the child, then sup- 

by ite patents to be dying. He found the 
ee sunken, the surface covered with a cold 
clammy sweat, and secretions of an uo 
appearance about the eyes and nostrils, but the 
piles had dimmed in frequency, and was more 
ull; the respiration was slower, and every thing 
indicated the full and desired action of the ano- 
d>ne. The parents were astonished to hear the 
physician say that the child would soon be bet- 
ter. The next morning all untoward symptoms 
had subsided, and the child became rapidly con- 
valescent and recovered. 

This was his first trial of anodyne in such af- 
fections; his experiment, if you please; but a 
few months afterwards, a similer case occurring, 
he immediately resorted to the anodyne, de- 
pletion and evacuents having been premised, 
and with similar success; since which period he 
has generally continued that mode of practice; 
latterly, however, substituting the Dovers’ pow- 
der in the place of Jaudanum, in pneumonic at- 
tacks. 

{a 1810, he was called in consultation upaqu 
a gentleman in Jersey, suffering under entef- 
ts. He found that he had been repeatedly 
bled, blistered, and evacuated, but to no advan. 
tage; the pain still continued acute; and the 
pulse was small, frequent, and chorded; the 
skin dry and hot. Under these circumstances, 
he suggested the propriety of exhibiting a pow- 
erful anodyne, in order to quiet all irritation, 
and give nature an opportunity of recovering 
herself. After a little hesitation on the part of 
the attending physician, it was finally determi- 
ned to adopt the course proposed, ard 109 drops 
of laudanum were directed; an hour elapsed — 
no sensible effect having been produced, when 
the dose was repeated, and in a half an hour 
the patient was ander its full influence. He 
awoke the next day free from pain or tender- 
ness, and sorecovered. The same gentleman has 
been frequently attacked since with the same af- 
fection, and uniformly, afier being bled and eva- 
cuated, he has recourse to his anodyne, which 
rarely fails to quell the disease. But to be effi- 
cacious, the dose must be heroic, at least such 
was the opinion of Dr. Post, who often remark- 
ed, that practitioners, especially in England 
and France, were not aware of the value of 
opium in inflammatory diseases; for even when 
employing it in such cases, their doses were too 
trivial to exert any marked influence over the 
malady. He himself always exhibited it under 
the opinion, that to obtain its soothing effect 
upon the system, and its paralyzing influence 
over the disease, it must be given in large doses. 
In diarrhoea, avd certain conditions of dysentery, 
after having cleansed the passages, he employ- 
ed laudanum or Dovers’ powder with the hap- 
piest effect; in fact, he rarely used much else 
than salts and Dovers’ powder in diarrhra, in 
adults. In his own case he was no less prodi- 
gal of anodynes than with his patients. Being, 
as you well know, for many years a constant 
prey to pleuritic affections, his treatment of him- 
self was short and eff -acious, viz. blisters, and 
purgatives, followed by eighty or a huw.dred 
drops of laudanum, which quieted his cough, 
allayed pain, and soon placed him in a condition 
to resume his business. 

In conclusion, permit me to stale an occur- 
rence which took place under my own eyes, two 
years previous to his death. He was then vio- 
lently attacked with pleurisy, accompanied with 
much fever, for which he had been purged and 
blistered, and, at the period in question, was 
under the use of antimonials. At this time he 
directed me to give him seventy drops of Jauda- 
num. I remonstrated, directing his attention to 
the dryness of his skin, its increased heat, and the 


_ frequency and hardness of his pulse. His answer 


was, ‘‘Believe in my experience rather than in 
your theory; give me seventy or eighty drops of 
laudanum, and an hour will convince you of iis 
“tage It was given, and within the hour 

is pulse became calm, full, and slow; his skin 
was covered with a gentle perspiration, and his 
condition strikingly improved. He left his bed 
the next day, and frequently since has he said to 
me, “I think I have given you a clinical lecture 
that you will remember.”’ 

Such, my dear sir, are the facts concerning 
which we some time since conversed, and if they 
can be of any service to you, employ them as you 
think proper. '

It seems hardly credible that such a re- 


ceptacle for human beings, as that of which 
we copy a description from the Reapiye 
Mercery, still exists in any part of Ene- 
LAND; much less in a populous and thriving 


town. 

A few days since we paid a visit to the Cor- 
poration gaol of this borough, and we should 
not do our duty to the public if we did not call 
its serious attention to this abode of human mi- 
sery. The debtors’ sitting apartment is a dark 
and dreary room of small diunensions, the tem- 
perature of which was at least ten degrees 
higher than that of the atmospheric air, and of 
a most offensive odour. A bed, (in which one 
of the debtors s!eeps,) was placed at one end of 
the room; and six human beings, whose pale and 
emaciated faces showed the ill effects of their 
imprisonment, crouched round a small tire, from 
which, we are told, they could scarcely ever be 
induced to move during the day. The way to 
two of the sleeping apartments 13 through the 
sitting-room; the further sleeping-room js in di- 
mensions about ten feet by eight, and the other 
ia about eight feet square; in each of these there 
is a small pallet bed, and the light and air are 
admitted by a vent-hole in the thick wall of the 
prison, about nine inches square, across which 
1s placed a streng iron bar; this vent-hole is not 
glazed, and the night air can only be excluded 
by means of a small wooden door in the inside, 
which covers the vent-hole, but fits very imper- 
fectly. The principal sleeping-room is divided 
by the staircase froin the sitting-room; this 
sleeping-room contains three small palet beds, 
within a foot of each other; the beds in all the 
sleeping ccl!s are placed upon the floor, and are 
made of the coarsest materials. The window, 
or vent-hole, is on on» side of the cells only, so 
that a thorough ventilation can never be obtained; 
the glass of the casement of the sitting-room 
was broken in several places, and, consequent- 
ly, a violent current of atmospheric air was con- 
stantly rushing into the room, so as to produce, 
during the day, great inconvenience to its 
wretched inhabitants, without being sufficient to 
restore the wholesome properties of a pure at- 
mosphere, which their animal functions had de- 
stroyed. 

It is probable, however, that during the night 
the occupier of the bed in the sitting-room must 
be greatly inconvenienced by the admission of 
the cold and damp air. ‘Lhe sitting-room is 
day and night constantly occupied. The yard 
appropriated to the use of the debtors communi- 
cates with the dungeon described, by means of 
a narrow passage: it is very small, and surroud- 
ed by lofty walls. On entering, the anly object 
which strikes the eye, and destroys the dull uni- 
formity of the bare walls, is a privy, standing in 
bold relief, surrounded by a dung-heap, which 
contains a quantity of decayed vegetable mat- 
ter. We were informed that the prisoners 
seldom avail themselves of the privilege of ex- 
ercise in the yard; for their depression of spirits, 
caused by the desolate aspect of the place, is 
so great, that they feel no inclination to bodily 
exertion to the preservation of their health.— 
A few days before our visit, a seventh debtor 
had been immured within the walls of this dismal 
dungeon; there was ne room for himin the place 
we have described, and we found him pacing the 
felons’ ward, in which similar disgusting objects 
to those which attracted our attention in the 
debtors’ yard, first presented themselves. The 
felons’ cell, into which he showed us, was a 
small room, about six feet high, without a win- 
dow. On one side of this cell was a small bed, 


belonging to the prisoner, on the other a heapof 


straw, and the prisoner had to choose between 
the occupation of this room, and a small and 
damp room on the ground-floor, under the 
debtors’ regular apartments. 

{n the felons’ ward was a cesspool, which was 
very offensive; and the prisoner stated that the 
place was infested by rats. The felons’ cell, we 
were informed, had been previously occupied by 
the horse of the mace-Learer of the corporation! 
There is no water within the walls of the prison, 
and it can only be obtained froin the gaoler by 
knocking at the outer door of the prison; the 
whole interior of the gaoler’s view, and his 
dwelling-house*s a distinct build ng. In case of 
fire, or sudden ilness, or accident, in the night, 
it would be scarcely possible for the prisoners to 
make themselves heard by the gaoler, wo sleeps 
in the front of his dwelling-house, next the street. 
There is no infirmary or sick-room in the prison; 
the magistrates of the borough seldom pay their 
prisoners a visit, ond the clergy religiously-eb- 
stain from visiting the sick oud afflicted in the 
time of their tribulation: no religious or moral 
instraction is ever communicated to the prisoners. 
It will scarcely be believed, that the prison we 
have discribed exist in the great and enlightened 
borough of Reading, and that upwards of 200 
human beings yearly have to endure the physical 
punishment and moral degradation which its 
accumulate horrors and deprivations inflict upon 
them

One of the latest numbers of the Loxpon 
Times contains, in the form of a letter from 
MANCHESTER, 2 nore minute account than 
is to be found elsewhere of the recent riots 
at that place, with various speculations on 
their causes and consequences. The fol 
lowing extracts may be added to what we 
have already given :— 

As far as I can learn, there is this important 
distinction betwoen the present riots and those 
of 1826. In that year a sudden and violent sus- 
pension of trade threw tens of thousands of 
workmen out of employment. In the present 
time, the prevailing distress of particular classes 
of the operatives, as they are called, has been 
gradually accumulating, until labour no longer 
furnishes the means of human subsistence. 


and appalling. The absolute extinction of 
large bodies reared to a particular trade cannot 
be contemplated without a degree of horror, 
from which humanity shrinks, and yet it would 
appear that ‘‘to that complexion it must come 
at last.’” The markets are not overstocked, 
and the general cotton and calico trade has of 
late assumed this peculiarity. In former times 
the shopkeeper had his regular periodical time 
of purchasing, which was systematic, and the 
manufacturer could calculate with something 
like certainty upon the extent of the demand: of 
late, such has been the progressive decline of 
the markets, and such the competition even in 
this suffering trade, that the shopkeeper has 
watched the market almost weekly, and, avail- 
ing himself of the reduction of prices, merely 
bought from day to day enough to feed the de- 
mand of the consumer, and successively profitted 
by the fall in the price of the article. 

I find this singular fact in the present state of 
things in Lancashire, which isa striking illustra- 
tion of the blindness and infatuation of the work- 
men, under the wide-spreading organization of 
their vile clubs and confederacies. The great 
suffering undoubtedly afflicts the hand-loom 
weavers—that class in particular which is en- 
gaged in the fabric of printed cottons; for they 
are, by the process of machinery, unhappily for 
themselves, obliged to compete with the power- 
looms under the obvious disadvantages to which 
hand-work must always be exposed, with the 
perfect certainty pf mechanical action; and yet 
the singular fact is, that the “ turn-out’ prevails 
among the spinners, who are comparatively well 
employed, and who have evidently funds arising 
out of the combination of their mischievous clubs, 
which maintain them in idleness. There are 
thousands of spinners, now for nine weeks in 
this ‘‘turn out,’’ in Stockport and Macclesfield, 
who are praised for their tranquil demeanour, 
when they ought rathér to be exposed to the 
wholesome exercise of the tfead-mill. There is, 
besides, this infliction attending a turn-out of the 
spiiners: each of them has, frum the nature and 
process of his work, four or five attendant hands, 
performing mere manual functions at the ma- 
chine, and in the best of times wretchedly paid 
for this subordina‘e labour. The moment the 
spinner stops work, these men are necessarily 
thrown out of employ, and the magistrates, as 
it appears tome, do not properly distinguish be- 
tween the cases of these individuals. They re- 
fuse, and nothing can be more proper, parochial 
relief to the spinners. When an applicant 
comes, he is asked where he Jast worked, and a 
reference is made to the factory; if he is of the 
turn-out, he is refused relief; but the case of the 
subordinate labourer is mostly, from what I can 
learn, mixed up with that of the spinner, though 
they are in general as essentially different as 
voluntary from involuntary culpability. There 
is gkreat heat of feeling between the masters 
and men, and the consequence is a disregard of 
distinctions at both sides, which increase mutual 
affliction. The poor-rates do not seem to have 
increased in Manchester to the degree which the 
statements of general distress would warrant, 
and the inference consequently arises, that there 
is some exaggeration in the complaints of suf- 
fering which are daily heard. For the last eight 
or nine weeks the demands upon the poor-rates 
have increased considerably; nevertheless the 
present churchwardens aie gving out of office 
with about £29,000 in their rate-chest—an un- 
appropriated advantage which is unusual even in 
tranquil times. There is a remarkable circum- 
stance connected with the late disturbances, 
which would tend to show that the popular feel- 
ing is no: so excited as some people wish to re- 
present it. The walls are covered with placards 
issued by the magistracy, not one of which has 
during the whole week been defaced. 

At the factories which were attacked, the pro- 
prietors disclaim any grounds for criminating 
their own workmen; and the latter equally deny 
any participation in the plunder of their masters. 
Boys and women, thieves and pickpockets, ap- 
pear to have chiefly composed the crowds which, 
to the disgrace of the police, sacked the trades- 
men’s shops last week in this large town; anda 
most remarkable fact was yesterday stated by 
Mr. Lavander to the magistrates, who were en- 
gaged at sessions in hearing the cases of the 
rioters in custody—‘‘that in the pocket of every 
prisoner taken by him in escaping with the 
plunder of the bakers’ and butchers’ shops, he 
found money.’’ Some of the ruffians so detect- 
ed have been committed as felons, while others 
were sentenced as rogues and vagabonds to dif- 
ferent terms of imprispnment and hard labor. 

An anxious desire bas been expressed to fasten 
upon the lower class of Irish, which is numerous 
in this town, a liberal portion of the criminality 
of the recent riots: there have been of late large 
incursions of weavers from the north of Ireland, 
seeking for work, and as the brand of perpetual 
disorder is always kept hot for their brow, the 
occasion was at once embruced of applying it. 
The description I have already given you of the 
age and sex of the parties principally engaged 
in these disturbances, and the condition of the 
pockets of some who were taken, furnish the 
best refutation of this idle calumny. The at- 
tractions for the wandering Irish are few in 
Manchester; the rate of wages is as bad as what 
they get at home, the price of food infinitely 
dearer, and the first application for the poor-

this city on Monday of last week, Judge Duer 
presiding. One of the causes which came on 
for trial is unquestionably of general interest. — 
We allude to the case of Gibbs vs. McClellan. 
We give a very brief statement of some of its 
principal features, as near as we can collect the 
facts atthistime. ‘Ihe plaintiff, several months 
since, was thrown from a wagon by the upset- 
ting of it, and by the fall his leg was broken be- 
low the knee. The defendant, a physician, re- 
siding in Nassau, in this county, of respectable 
standing, and of some eminence as a surgeon, 
was cailed upon to take the proper measures 
for restoring the plaintiff to the use of his limbs 
—or rather the limb to the use~of the plaintiff. 
The fracture is healed, but the leg which has 
been injured is somewhat shorter than the other, 
hence the plaintiff is crippled. 

The declaration charged the defendant, 
Samuel McClellan, with malpractice as a sur- 
geon. There were two counts, one charging 
him with a want of skill, the other with negli- 
gence and inattention to his patient. The plain- 
tiff had a compound oblique fracture of both 
bones of the leg, below the knee; defendant was 
called to reduce the fracture—he did reduce it 
properly, as stated by all the witnesses on both 
sides, and placed the limb in an extension box, 
so called, applying permanent extension. ‘The 
counsel for the plaintiff placed their principal 
reliance for success, in showing that defendant 
was liable for want of skill in placing the limb 
in this extended position, with permanent ex- 
tension. They endeavoured to show that a 
flexed position of the knee joint was the best 
and only proper position of the limb in cases of 
this kind. 

Three witnesses, Dra. Anderson, Spoor and 
Croswell, were examined, who stated it as their 
opinion, that the extended position of the limb 
was improper and reprehensible, and that the 
other position mentioned was the only proper 
one. Drs. Hale, March, Wing, and others gave 
a decided preference to the mode made use of 
by the defendant in this case, and that a limb 
when treated in the flexed position was invaria- 
bly shortened. Medical authors, as the physi- 
cians all agreed in testifying, differ in opinion as 
to the modes oftreatment. This being the case, 
the court suggested to the counsel for the plain- 
tiff, that this point need not be further urged, as 
it would not be for the court or jury to decide 
upon a surgical question on which surgeons 
themselves, the most eminent in their profession, 
disagreed. This point, therefore, was given up, 
and it was admitted that the fracture was re- 
duced in a scientific and surgical manner. 

The plaintiff then introduced testimony to 
show a negligence or want of skill in the sub- 
sequent treatment. ‘Ihe crippled state of the 
plaintiff was the subject of much inquiry. On 
the part of the defendant it was contended, first, 
that due skill and every necessary attention were 
applied to heal the plaintiff, and, secondly, if 
the crippled state of the plaintiff was attributable 
to any unavoidable cause, it was to the con- 
duct of the plaintiff himself, in neglecting or re- 
fusing to follow the directions of the defendant, 
as his surgeon; whereby the measures pursued by 
the defendant, were prevented from producing 
their ordinary and natural effects. Many wit- 
nesses yere carefully and minutely examined 
on both sides, in relation to these points. The 
examination of the testimony commenced on 
Thursday of last week, and concluded on Tues- 
day afternoon of this week. The summing up 
by the counsel and the charge by the court oc- 
cupied the evening of Tuesday and the forenoon 
of Wednesday. The jury retired, and in about 
half an hour returned to the court with a ver- 
dict of six cents for the defendant. Counsel

A letter from a gentleman at Key West to his | 
friend if Richmond, after noticing the murder of | 
Mr. M’Rea, by Hawkins, adds—** I wish I could | 
here close the scene: but this circumstance has | 
given rise to acts of greater atrocity, if possible, | 
by putting in jeopardy the lives of the friends of 
M’Rea, and those who have dared to sympathize 
for his untimely end. ‘Uhe friends of Hawkins 
and his brother, who is here, all men of despe- 
rate fortunes like themselves, have declared war 
against all those who are suspected to be in the 
least friendly to the opposite party—and while 
writing this, I am compelled, for my own secu- 
rity, to keep a brace of pistols lying by my side. 
The Judge of the District has been threatened, 
and in fact we are almost in a state of civil war. 
The cutter Marion arrived to-day from a cruize, 
which adds somewhat to our security.”’

Jackson, sailed from that port on the 3d inst. for 
St. Augustine, having on board Capt. Charles &.

Extract of a letter from the correspondent of 
the Baltimore Gazette, dated Callao, February 
12:—‘*We have no news of moment from the 
Northern Army; the last accounts advertize us 
ofa slight skirmish of our out-posts somewhere 
in the neighbourhood of Loxa. An interesting 
correspondence has taken place between the 
French Consul General, and the Minister of 
Foreign affairs, Don Justo Fejuerola, in as much 
as the Peruvian Government claims the right of 
drafting resident unnaturalized foreigners in the 
Civicos, a military corps, that during the absence 
of the regular soldiery, maintains the Civil Po- 
lice of the country. The French Diplomatist 
denies the right of the government to extend a 
military jurisdiction over French citizens domicil- 
lated in Peru, and his protest is doubtless sus- 
tained by the usage of civilized governmenis, 
and writers on international law. I do not know 
whether our citizens have complained of this 
infraction of public law, although as it equally 
iucludes all alien residents, it is a tenable ground 
of protest. A foreign citizen would compromit 
his neutral character by the discharge of public 
duties, and as a soldier, whether regular, volun- 
teer, or drafted, could hardly be permitted to 
plead from an invading enemy, exemptions 
from the Military Laws to which his situation 
rendered him obnoxious.
